| Mrs Gray. Madam, if the following Particalaty alledged by 
Mr K— be true, he has been very much injured, and the Veſtry 
groſly impoſed upon, by the very Perſon whoſe Station and Cha- 
rater, ſhould have obliged him to'a Conduct quite the reverſe, © | 

Lady. What Particulars, 

Mrs Gray. Firſt, in that they were not acquainted by the | 
Doctor, that the putting a Clergyman into a Place in the Church, 
by Orger of Veſtry, who had no Office in it before, and turning 

him out again without alledging ſome Cauſe, was altogether | unuſual 
and Contrary to the Cuſtom of London and Weſtminſter. . 

Lady. Madam, how. can that be, when we know by Ex- 
perience, how many new Curates and Readers we have had in our 

own P. aich, and I juppole they did not all quit Voluntarily.

Mrs Gray. Madam, that is the very Rock the Veſtry ſplit up- 


on; they did not in the leaſt ſuſpect their Power of diſplacing 
Mr K-—, as the Doctor does his People, but my Huſband and 
I, have been credibly informed ſince, that theſe Pariſh Readers are 
upon the fame footing with the Pariſh Preachers or Lecturers, for 
as the Biſhop or Spiritual Court never vacat a Licence without a 


| Cauſe, ſo neither do Veſteries in the Caſe of Clergymen, vacat 


their Orders without a Cauſe ; and to make it ſtill plainer, where- 
ever the Miniſter of the Pariſh appoints and pays the Afternoon 
Preacher, he has the ſame Power over him, as he has over his 
Reader and Curate, as at St Margaret's Weſtminſter. 

Secondly, In that the Veſtry was not acquainted with the Advan- 
tages the Doctor obtained from Mr , for recommending him 
to the Veſtry, and the other Loſſes and Inconveniencies he ſuffered 
by accepting of the Place. e 

Thirahy, Mr K — ſays, the Veſtry being intirely in the Dark, 
as to any Difference between the Doctor and Mr K——, Matters 
were ſo artfully managed, that what the Reverend Docter did to 
gratify his own private Pique and Reſentment, or to bring about 
| ſome new Scheme of Advantage to himſelf, paſſed for a deſire of 
obliging the Veſtry and the Pariſh; I mean the Doctor's offering 
the Veſtry to take care of the Sundays Prayers for nothing, ſeven 
Weeks before the Affair was taken into Conſideration by the Veſ- 
try, although the ſame pious Doctor a few Months before, was ſo 
little in Love with praying, that rather than go on with the Week 

Days Prayers, which always belonged to him and Mr P——, they 
either really or apparently differed and ſhut up the Church; and 
likewiſe Mr K—— fays, that the Veſtry not knowing of any ſuch 


Difference, they might ſuppoſe the Doctor had acquainted Mr

while he continued to read them Perſonally, there was no Oppor- 
tunity for the Doctor to impoſe upon the Veſtry, but as by ſuch 
an Exchange, one of the Doctor's People was to read them; there 
was too much Ground to ſuſpect the Doctor's artful Management; 
but this Proceeding was the more extraordinary, as the Burials are 
a much greater Confinement, more laborious and diſagreeable than 
the Prayers; ſo that by this frugal Management, the Doctor was 
to make a very good Bargain; for he whole proper Buſineſs it was 
to read theſe Week-days Prayers without an Allowance, was to 
have an Allowance without the Office, and Mr K who was un- 
der no Obligation tio read them for nothing, was to have the Office 
without the Money : However, there is one thing obſervable in 
Relation to the Prayers, that if the Church had not been opened 
again, but the Daily Sacrifice had ceaſed at the Temple, the Of- 
ferings of the People muſt have ceaſed alſo, and then the Pious 
Doctor might have ſaved much Trouble and Pains in attending 
Week-days Prayers, for Devotion without Honeſty and Juſtice, is 
but a Shadow without a Subſtance. p | 
Lady. Pray Madam let me have the Doctor's next Scheme. ; 
- Mrs Gray. I ſuppoſe your Ladyſhip looks upon the laſt to be 
ſuch a one as would by no means bear the Light, and therefore 
judge that the Doctor according to his wonted Policy, would take 
care to provide another that would carry a better Gloſs; and truly 
Madam you are not miſtaken: Nay, it was abſolutely neceſſaty 
that the Doctor ſhould have ſome Cauſe to alledge in caſe it ſhould. 
too evidently appear to be denied that he was the Contriver of the 
whole Plot; and that was the propoſing to Mr K—, the reading 
the Week-days Prayers as his own. proper Duty and Office, and 
telling him that there were many Clergymen who would accept of 
the Place upon theſe Conditions, and that he was afraid of the Con-

Lady. For Shame! What the Parſon whoſe Station and Func-

= Mrs Gray. I preſume Madam, you remember the Doctor told 
you that Mr K— waited on him, to acquaint him that he would 
accept of the Place ; now at this Time he brought Mr K— a 
written Paper, and defired Mr K-— to tranſcribe and ſign it, 
which Mr K-— readily conſented to; and the Purport of it was, 
| that he promiſed to read all the Week-day Prayers at the Church, 
W except Medneſdays Fridays and Holidays in the Morning, if he

| ever that Order was not to deſire Mr K— but only to permit 
him, if he thought proper, to do it. 2 
Taady. So ] perceive all the Recompence Mr K—— required for 
the Week-Days Prayers, was only the Allowance that might poſ- 
ſibly be offered for them by the Veſtry ſeveral Years after, but 
that if they ſhonld never offer any Thing Mr K—— was content 
to read them, without aſking the Doctor or. Veſtry for any Al. 
lowence whatſoever ; but pray, Madam, what next? 
Mrs Gray. Mr K being teazed for ſeveral Weeks ſuc- 
ceflively with the Doctor's unreaſonable Schemes and Propoſals, 
and finding him always reſolved to take ſuch Allowance to him- 
ſelf, without the Prayers, or at leaſt to take the Prayers upon 
himſelf again, in Caſe of any ſuch Allowance, told the Doctor 
at laſt, that to put an End to ſcuh - Diſputes for the future, he 
expected the Doctor ſhould procure him an Order of Veſtry to

his Surpize, and ſetting forth the Manner he was drawn in to take 
the Parſonage Houſe, and what Loſſes and Inconveniencies he 
had ſuſtained, by obliging the Doctor out of Gratitude for being 
recommended to the Veſtry for the Place; upon which the Re- 

verend Mr M—q—te ſaid, he wondered that Mr K ——- ſhould 
uſe the Rector of the Pariſh in that Manner; that is, in relating

Lady. And was Mr K — never acquainted with the Af 
fair from the 12th of February to the 24th of March, and even 
then only called in, and told that he was turned out ? 
Mrs Gray. Madam, I do aſſure you it was even fo, but the 
Veſtry knowing Nothing of the Differnce between the Doctor 
and Mr K——, they could not but ſuppoſe that the Doctor or 
the Church-Wardens would acquaint Mr K with it ; 
and ſo his making.no Application during the ſeven Weeks, they 
might naturally imagine he had Nothing to object to what they 
were going upon ; and therefore might think they had no Occafion 
to hear him; and its to be preſumed that the Doctor would promote 
this Way of Proceeding as much as poſſible, becauſe he could not 
then  miſcarry in what he propoſed. But becauſe Mr K—— 
would not own that the Veſtry had a Power of Diſplacing him 
without ſhewing ſome Cauſe; or if they had ſuch a Power, al- 
| ledging it was rather a clandeſtine illegal Trick of the Doctor's, 
than an Order of Veſtry. The Doctor and the Church-Warden 
Dennis B- nd, Eſq; put a Lock upon the Reading-Deſk Door, 
and ſo kept him out of Poſſeſſion by Force and Violence. . 
Lady. But how could he obtain an Order of Veſtry for the 
Church-Wardens to indemnify him, and bear his Expences, if Mr 
K ſhould proſecute him for Damages. 
Mrs Gray. That was to be done very eaſily ; the Doctor was 
only to give his Word and Aſſurance, that what Mr K faid 
about Loſſes, Gc. was in a Manner Nothing but the Effect of 
Heat and Paſſion for his obliging the Veſtry, in undertaking the 
Prayers. And it is very well known, how often, and to how | 
many People the Doctor has denied, that ever he had any Hand 
in diſplacing Mr K—, altho' to me it appears beyond Con- 
tradiction, that he was the very Man; however for a Specimen 
of his Veracity, where his Word is brought in as a Proof in 
doubtful Cafes. Mr K-— was deſired to baptize a Gentleman's 
Child laſt March, he ſent his Servant to deſire the Clerk to attend 
and give Notice, that he had a Friend of his own to baptize 
the Child according to the Cuſtom of other Pariſhes in A 
| oh 2 ut 


but the Doctor ſaid, he wondered any Perſon | fhiculd take upon 


him to baptize a Child without his Leave, and yet, altho' the 


Child was not baptized for above an Hour after the Time, the 
Doctor never came; ſo that the Doctor did conſent altho' un- 
willingly ; but in a few Days after the Doctor and Mr P—- made 
a formal Complaint againſt Mr K — ſigned by them both, 
wherein the Doctor ſets forth, that Mr K — baptized the faid 
Gentlman's Child without his Privity or Conſent; and at the 
Month's End the Doctor went to the ſaid Gentleman's Houſe, 
thinking to church his Lady; and finding them diſpleaſed with 
the Meſſage he ſent by the Clerk, according to his uſual Cuſtom, 


be faid what he thought would make for his Parpoſe, viz. that 
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the Meſſage he ſent by the Clerk was, that he was ready at home 
to do it; but if the Gentleman had any Friend of his own, he 
was very welcome; but, notwithſtanding the Lady would not be 
churched by him. 2 FCC 
Lady. Well, Madam, ſinge that is the Caſe, that he is ſenſible 
of his own Guilt, and has taken ſuch an extraordinary Method 
to prevent Mr K— s proſecutiug bim by Law to recover Da- 
mages; I for my Part ſhall ſpeak to all the Ladies of my Ac- 
quaintance, to employ him to baptize their Childten. 
Mrs Gray. But the Doctor fays, Mr K-— may as well rob 
his Houfe, as baptize Children in the Pariſh; yet I cannot but 
ſay, that if the Doctor had been as quick ſighted in ſeeing and 
diſtinguiſhing what is robbing his Neighbour, as himſelf, he 
would not have put a Lock on the Deſk-Door, and thruſt Mr 
K — out by Force and Violence, contrary to Juſtice and Equity; 
and afterwards defend and ſcreen himſelf by the Power of the Pariſh- 
Purſe. But the Doctor complained likewiſe lat Year, that Mr 
K— did not give him and the Chuch-Wardens the Offertory 
Money, that it might be diſtributed amongſt the poor Pa- 
riſhiones, according to the Rubrick; and and therefore Mr K— 
inſtanced other Chapels, where the Miniſters diſtributed the Money; 
and he alſo ſent the Huſbands of ſeveral lying-in Women to the 
Doctor, and yet they could not get one Half-penny ; altho' if 
the Doctor does not give to ſuch poor Women, even without a 
Recommendation, I cannot conceive who he does give it to.

Soon after he was put into the Place at the Church, 
and had moved into the Pariſh, the Doctor ſhewed him the Houſe, 
and aſked him, if he thought it would do for him; to which Mr 
K— faid, as the Houſe was his, and he was under an Obligation to 
him, he would take it; but if it belonged to any other Perſon, he 
would not meddle with it on any Terms whatſoever ; and when 
the Doctor aſked what Rent he would give, Mr K— faid, he 
would leave that to him likewiſe, on the Account of the Obliga- 
tion he lay under, otherwiſe he did not look upon the Houle to 
be worth any thing; nay, if the Doctor would have let him the 
Houſe Rent- free, it would not have anſwered the Expence; for X 
now it has coſt Mr K-— 140 J. and upwards, it would not fell 
for the Money it coſt him, ſuppoſing the Freehold were his own.
